There seems at present to be a general cru- 
sade directed against the notion that any 
such factor as luck must be considered in at- 
tempts to explain the unequal distribution of 
fortune’s favors among men.

that an unvarying law produced all the phe- 
nomena which, in our ignorance, we are in 
the habit of attributing to influence of an un- 
seen and inexplicable power. It will be re- 
calied that one of the “scientific in- 
struments used in combating the wide- 
spread delusion as to luck was a bag con- 
taining several beans among a 
multitude of white ones. The savant who 
manipulated the beans would tell us: Now 
I will take a-certain numberof handfuis of 
beans eut of the pot, and if, in the long run, 
the average number of black beans to white 
in each handful corresponds with the aver- 
age of black to white in the bag, it will prove 
there is no such thing as luck.“ And he

In a recent number of 
the P Science Monthiy thete 1s a new at- 
tempt to discredit luck, though there is no 
new light thrown on this point. The writer, 
sitting in his cozy closet, and firmly 
satisfied that, a priori, luck is an im- 
possibility, finds an explanation for 
the apparent ity of fortune in the 
possession of an intuition by tne successful 
speculator which directs his ventures aright. 
the writer thinks this intuition exists inde- 
pendently of intellect and education, and 
may belong to the idiot as well as the philos- 
opher. Is there not here a weak turning 
from one mystery to another in search of an 
explanation! hat is intuition? Ultra 
scientists of the Tyndall- Huxley school deny 
that there is any such faculty as intuition,

THE SETTLEMENT OF THE BURLINGTON 
STRIKE. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and tlie managers of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railroad have at last adj usted 
the nearly year-old strike controversy be- 
tween them. As both sides are reticent it 
may be presumed that neither gains an un- 
qualified victory They have done in the 
end what Ius Trreune urged them to do in 


the beginning. Both have made concessions 


in mutual interest. Before reaching this 
conclusion each wasted a vast sum of money, 
imperiled life and property, and subjected 
the commerce. of the country to danger and 
injury. The strike ends, as all others have 
ended, with loss on both sides. 

The corporation was better able to bear the 
financial strain of the protracted fight than 
the labor unions whose earnings were di 
verted to supporting in voluntary idleness 
the Q.“ engineers. At the same time it 
was compelled to bear the additional loss ac- 
cruing f-om the impairment of its plant by 
comparatively incompetent and inexperi- 
enced mechanics. It lost heavily in its 
carrying Dusiness. It became leg on- 
tangled with other roads. It was eposed 
to a serious loss of public confidence, 
Had it acceded at the outset w a por- 
tion of the proposals of the men the 
strike certainly would have been averted. 
It is fair to the men to say that, although 
lawlessness was developed in the progress of 
the contest, reBponsibility for violence was 
not brought home tothe brotherhood. The 
men who undertook illegally to interfere 
with traffic did so on their own hook. They 
are now undergoing judicial investigation 
and will doubtiess be compelled to abide by 
the legal consequences of their acts. The 
brotherhood itself kept within its legal rights 


‘under cautious and prudent advice. 


It cannot be said that the outcome of the 
con flict reflects great credit on either of the 
antagonists. The public had rights which 
were thrown aside ruchiessly. if the Inter- 
State law is to be amended a provision ought 
to be inserted which would obviate such an- 
tagonisms in the future. Arbitration or set- 
tiement shouid be compulsory wherever pub- 
lic rights are involved by any body deriving 
its privileges from the public through the 
lawmaking authority. The law does aot r- 
mit an engineer to abanaon his engine to the 
injury and inconvenience of travelers. It 


ought not permit a corporation to triſle. with 
the public, either in property or in precau- 


tions for protecting human life in transit. 
Compulsory arbitrauon is the probable moda 
to which recourse will ultimately be neces 
sary if corporations cannot avoid the con- 
ditions which will bring it about. 


TRY THE EXISTING REMEDIES FIRST. 

The counsel for the Arbeiter Bund and the 
city spent much time yesterday in arguing 
before Judge Tuley. It being admitted on 
ali sides that an injunction can issue only 
when some property mght is menaced, the 
lawyer who did the talking for the bund 
wanted the Judge to hold that the fact that 
his Anarchist clients had hired a hall ana 
paid money therefor created a property right 
in the bund to hold a meeting in that hall. 
The Judge, who is singularly well versed in 


chancery jurisprudence and knew of no 


precedents for what he was asked to do, 
looked at that suggestion rather dubiously, 
as also at the one that the right to teach a 
peculiar system of political economy consti- 
tuted a value which could be protected 
by injunction. 

This court has never hesitated to make a 


precedent when it could find a principle on 


which to make it,” said Judge Tuley finally.

Here, then, are two remedies—one against 
the body of the alleged offender and the other 
against his pocket. Why do not the lawyers 
for the Arbeiter Bund advise their clients to 
try one or botn of these before rushing into 
Judge Tulev's court, asking him to do some- 
thing which he feels he cannot do, and, when 
he shows his doubt and hints that there are 
no precedents, asking him to make one? 
There is no need of a precedent so long as 
there are remedies which have not been 
tested, and which are, therefore, r 
ample. 

If the men who claim that ali lawful 
meeting has been interfered with go before 
the grand jury and have their complaint 
thrown out on the ground that there is no 
statute under which the police can be in- 
dicted for doing what they are charged with; 
if, after they have begun a suit at law for 
damages, the defense demurs that there is no 
law under which they can recover and the 
Judge holds that demurrer good, then the 
complainants will be fully justified in appeal- 
ing to Judge Tuley or any otner chancery 
Judge for an injunction to stop further 
molestation, and if they prove their case 
they will get the writ, precedent q; no prece- 
dent. But to go to Judge Tuley row, when 
there are other remedies provided by law 
which cannot be said to be insufficient when 
they have never been tested, and to beg him 
to make a precedent for their special use and 
benefit, is asking rather too much. Anarch- 
ists are 8% hostile to the law that it is not 
surprising they do not know much about it.

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SHIFTING RESPONSIBILITY. 

Mayor Roche is advised by the Corpora- 
tion Couttsel that he has no warrant for 
appointing truant officers to enforce the 
Compuisory School law. The opinion of the 
law officer is based upon the ciaim that tne 
law itself contains no provisions for its en- 
forcement. 

The following is the text of the law,defin- 
ing the mode of bringing parents to account 


under it: 

If any 122 having the control and charge of 
any child or children shall fail or negiect to com- 
ply with the provisions of this act, said person 
iy pay | a fine of not less than t nor more than 

uit for the recovery of the fine and costs 
shall be brought by any director or member 
of any Board of Education of the district in which 
such person resided at the time of the committal 
of the offense, before any Justice of the Peace of 
said township, Jurisdiction is hereby conferred 
on all Justices of the Peace in this State for the 
enforcing of this act. Such fine shall be paid, 
when colleeted, to the School Treasurer of said 
township, to be accounted for by him as other 
school money raised for school purposes. 


The responsibility ofenforcing the law is 
placed squarely upon school officers. Should 
they negiect to enforce it provision is made 
to punish them: 

It is hereby made the duty of school directors 
and menibers of the Board of Education to pros- 


ecute offepses occurring under this act. 


The neglect 80 to prosecute by any school 


, director or member of any Board of Education 


within twenty days after written notice has been 
served on such director or member of such Board 


of Education by any taxpayer residing in such 
district that any person has violated this act 


shall subject him or them to a fine of $10, to be 
sued for by any taxpayer residing in the school 
district where the violation of this act occurred, 
before any Justice of the Peace in the township 
where thé said school district may be located; 
and when such ne is collected it shall be re- 
ported by said Treasurer and accounted for as 
other mobey raised for school purposes and be- 
come a part of the schoo! fund for said township. 


The coast is clear enough for the advocates 
of the iaw. Let them make a formal re- 
quest or serve legal notice upon a member of 
the Board of Education, giving him the 
name and address of a person liable under 
the statute. If he does not proceed witha 
test case let them proceed against him. The 
shifting of the responsibility from one body 
to another displays either a want of famuliari- 
ty witu the law or an indifference to plainly 
defined powers under it. Let the test case 
be made before an appeal is taken to the 
Legislature, which will naturally decline to 
reconsider the text of the law until a ju- 
dicial vest bas been had. 


A MANIFESTATION OF ANARCHIST HATE. 

The, Anarchists of this city nourish an un- 
dying hate against the two men whom they 
hold, more than ali others, responsibie for 
the execution of the haymarket murderers, 
or “martyrs,” as they call them. They feel 
towards Inspector Bonfield and Capt. Schaack 
a malignancy that it is hard to find elsewhere 


this side of the infernal regions. It was 


Capt. Bonfield who commanded the police at 


the haymarket. It was Lieut. Schaack and 


his men who tracked the accomplices of 
Spies and Parsons to their hiding places 
and unraveled the network of ‘conspiracies 
that had been woven in the subterranean 
homes of anarchy and brought the offend- 
ers to justice. His exertions secured for the 
State its best witnesses. His labors to dis- 
cover and run down all the aiders and abet- 
tors of the haymarket murderers and ‘their 
sympathizers took up his time by day and 
night. Detective Loewenstein has his share, 
too, of the malevolence of the Reds. He 
found the lair of the “ martyr” Lingg and 
arrested him. 

The Anarchists have long been watching 
patiently for some chance to deal the two po- 
lice ‘officers and the detective a crushing 
blow. There are many who would giadly 
murder them, but they hesitate to take the 
personal risk. They have sought, therefore, 
to accomplish their purpose in other and less 
violent ways. There are among the present 
Anarchist leaders. some men—like George 
Schilling—of much shrewdness, who have 
learned something from the experiences of 
the haymarket tragedy, who will not likely 
do anything which may endanger their own 
lives or their liberty. But alongside of tnem 
are others who are not so cunning, who are 
disciples of Bakunin, the Anarchist, as well 
as of Karl Marx, the Socialist, and who will 
take pretty desperate chances if they can 
Only stab these hated guardians of the law. 
They have been smart enough, in some mys- 
terious way, to use one of ‘the American city 
papers to do their work for them and to 
charge that Officers Bonfield, Schaack, and 
Loewenstein have been guilty of disreputable 
and dishonest practices. — 

It was easier for them to déceive the jour- 
nal: in question because these allegations 
were sensational in their nature, and prom- 
ised, if true, to increase its circulation and 
to help the Democratic party in this city.

ELECTRIC SUGAR-REFINING SWINDLE. 

In 1882 Henry C. Friend turned up in Chi- 
cago and claimed to be the discoverer of a 
method of crystallizing grape sugar, so that 
it could not be detected from that made from 
the cane. As such a process would have 
great commercial! value, for no one had up to 
that time-gnor since either—been able to 
crystallize glucose, Friend was able to find 
some Chicagoans who took a little stock in a 
company he started. But it was not long be- 
fore they became suspicious, for he promised 
much and did nothing, and at last they be- 
came convinced that he was a fraud. He 
disappeared, and as his victims did not lose 
much they took little pains to follow him. 

A year or so later he turned up in London 
with a new discovery. The glucose craze 
was Somewhat over, and hence he tried 
another tack for getting money outof sac- 
charine. This time it was the use of elec- 
tricity for refining raw sugars. He got the 
dar of some Englishmen—American scamps 
are plausible and British capitalists gullibie— 
and got them to invegt in a stock company 
with a capital of a million dollars. Friend 
died a little over a year ago. He must have 
regretted it, for he was in a fair way to make 
the fortune he had been seeking so long, but 
he left his secret with his wife, and she, with 
one or two ötners, who had been friends and 
accomplices during hfe, carried on the fraud 
after he departed for another world, 
where he will be refined in purgatorial 
flames for his earthly misdeeds. At 
last the bubble has burst. Mrs. Friend 
and her assistants have fled, and the duped 
investors are howling and tearing their hair. 
They are childish to do that, however. They 
have been cheated out of so much—perhaps 
a million dollars, all told—that it would be 
wise for them to follow those robbers who 
are still living and see what they can squeeze 
out ot them. If they cannot get much cash 
they can at least get something out of their 
hides. There are laws for punishing swin- 
dlers, and if their swag is found it can be 
taken from them. The victims should stop 
their unmanly wailing, should “have blood 
in their eyes instead of tears, and set out 
on the trail of the robbers. 
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THE ENGLISH COUNTY BOARD ELECTIONS. 

About the 19th or 20th of this month elec- 
tions will be held throughout England for 
the selection of the new County Councils in 
accordance with the Local Government act 
passed during the summer session of the 
British Parliament. Each county is divided 
into a number of districts of nearly equal 
population, and each district is to elect two 
members. Those who vote at. parliamentary 
elections can vote for the County Councuiors, 
as they are calied. Women having the prop- 
erty qualifications for parliamentary voters 
also can vote. 

There are numerous candidates before 


each district constituency—Tories, Radicals, | 


Socialists, Women Suffragists, Labor, etc. 
Asarule the most prominent men in each 
district have been invited to stand and 
have conseuted. The Marquis of Ripon, for 
instance, is a candidate in one of the York- 
shire districts, 8 Buxton in one of the 
Essex districts, and so on. An effort was 
made to have the elections non-political, but 
this is not likely to succeed. 

The greatest interest centres in the con- 
test in the London or metropolitan county, 
as it is called. It extends from Hammer- 
smith on the west to Woolwich on the east 
and from Lambeth on the north to Crystal 
Palace on the south. The area is about 100 
square miles and the population 4,500,000— 
nearly as large as that of Ireland and larger 


than that of Scotiand. This county is ab. | 


ed into fifty-nine districts corresponding 
the parliamentary constituencies. This 
county, therefore, will have 118 Councilors. 
In addition there will be nineteen County Al- 
dermen selected by the Councilors at their 
first session. The whole municipal body, 
therefore, will be 187. One-fourth of the num- 
ber, or thirty-five in this case, constitutes a 
quorum. 

The powers of these new municipal bodies 
will be similar in many respects to those now 
exercised by County Boards in this country. 
They will have the direction ot ail local im- 
provements, the making and repairing of 
roads, the construction of bridges, the erec- 
tion of water-works, etc. They will also 
have the general supervision of sanitary af- 
fairs, the control and regulation of the liquor 
traffic, and in these respects will supersede 
the petty sessions boards, grand juries, ves- 
tries, boards of works, and other such or- 
ganizations heretofore composed mostly of 
Squires and parsons, They will have large 
financial and borrowing powers, and their 
creation generally will tend much towards 
the politico-social revolution of England. Ia 
some of the urban counties—for nearly all 
the large cities are made separate counties— 
the labor and radical element has united to 
secure the election of canaidates favorable to 
schemes for housing the poor, and in London 
several women—notably Miss Jane Cobden, 
daughter of the great free-trader—are stand- 
ing as candidates for seats in the Council 
with a fair prospect of winning in some in- 
stances. The new boards will not enter on 
active duties until next April. 
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THE DRESS OF AMERICAN WOMEN. 

Max O’Reil, the witty French tourist who 
was out here last year, has fallen into some 
curious errors about American society. He 
says in one paragraph of an article summar- 
izing his American observations that Ameri- 
can women dress weil on all occasions. In 
another he says the practice is universal of 
ladies in low-necked dresses receiving after- 


noon callers. M. Max was not long enough 
in the United States to be able to say with 


reason from his own observation that any 
practice of a social nature is universal. This 


. particular assertion is known to be universal - 


ly untrue. No American lady receives after- 
noon caliers in “grand toilet.“ M. O’Rell 
must have been introduced into some eccentric 
coteries whose dress on the afternoon when 
he called was either gotten up expressly to 
deceive him or was due to some explicable 
accident, such as an unusually early prepara- 
tion for dimner or an evening affair. The 
truth is, good sense is coming more and more 
into the dress fashion of the United States. 
American women have shown increasing in- 
dependence in toilets as in all other things. 
It is still the code to wear full trains on 
great occasions in the old countries, as it 
is still the code to display the néck and arms, 
whether beautiful owen ee ee 
In this country few matrons sacrifice heslth 


age in viewing all old questions apart from 
social superstitions and applying the logic of 
good sense to problems the Old World society 
never discusses, much less attempts to solve 
in accordance with the changed conditions of 
life, he will admire more the candor and self- 
reliance of American women than the stupid 
acquiescence of European women in an eti- 

quette that is often as disgusting as it is absurd. 
A future sovereign of Engiand will doubtless 
relax the cruel requirement that keeps moth- 
ers of babes shivering in the exterior cold on 
presentation days, robed for the heat of a 
ball room, but waiting only a chance to 
make an instant’s salutation before a fat old 
woman whose experience as a good mother 
should enable her to treat other women more 
reasonably. American mothers have been 
lessand less inclined every year to respect 
such traditions. Mrs. Harrison is reported 
as saying she will not wear décolleté robes 
inthe White House. If she does not wear 
them she will not require others to wear 
them against their discretion. Thusa new 
era of good sense as well as of good taste 
will come in with the new Administration. 
Dresses may be beautiful without being an- 
achronistic or dangerous to health. 


“THE BEST ROOM.” 18 

A woman doctor from New England, Dr. 
Lucy Hall of Boston, has been talking some 
good sense to the New York Academy of 
Anthropology. In a lecture which she de- 
livered before that institution the other day 


she declared as the resuit of her investiga-. 


tions through New England that the condi- 
tions of health were more disregarded in the 
country houses of that section than in any 
other part of the country, and that 85 per 
cent of the country parlors were shut up and 
moldy. To this and to other neglects of sani- 
tary requirements she attributes the preva- 
lence of consumption, rheumatism, and other 
ailments, which are as thick as blackberries 
in that section. 

Mrs. Hall has recognized a cause, but sug- 
gests no remedy for its removal. Probably 
there will be none until the old race of New 
England women have died out and with them 
their distinctive peculiarity. The front parlor 
and the spare chamber are about the only rel- 
ics of Puritan gloominess and discomfort that 
remain, but to these the average New En- 
gland woman “to the manner born“ clings 
with the tenacity of a vise. These rooms are 
preserved for state occasions, and at all other 
times intrusion within their preciticts is re- 
garded as a profanation. In everything con- 
nected with them—the cold and slippery 
horse-hair sofa and chairs, the Bible upon a 
frigid white slub, the wax pond lilies in their 
glass case, the sampler upon the wall, the 
gioomy funeral picture, with its weeping wil- 
low and widow, the sheet-iron stove that 
never feeis a glow of warmth more than two 
or three times in a winter, the silhouettes 
that stand upon the mantel, flanked by 
two conchs shells—there are apparent the 
Puritanic sternness, gioom, and frigidity 
that are still so dear to the New En- 
gland woman’s soul of the old sort. There 
are three peculiarities also which the New 
England woman can display to her heart’s 
content in the front parlor or best room. 
She is averse to the sunlight. She keeps it 
outof the other rooms as much as possible, 
but into the best room, blanketed within by 
heavy curtains and shielded without by 
tightly closed green blinds, she has the com- 
fort of knowing that not the smallest ray 
can enter. She is averse to dust. As the 
best room is hermetically sealed she has the 
comfort of knowing that no dust can get in 
there. Sheis averse to flies. Occasionally 
two or three of these persistent insects will 
gét into the other rooms and fall victims to 
paper brooms, besoms, and swabs of vari- 
ous descriptions of home manufacture, but 
no fly ever finas his way into the best room. 
No fly ever wants to. He would languish in 
the darkness and ultimately perish of gloom 
and cold. Undoubtedly it is because this 
best room with its ascetic environ- 
ments is the only surviving remnant of 
the Puritanic sentiment that the New 
England woman still clings to it and that she 
would rather risk rheumatism, consumption, 
or any other ailment tnan to disturb the asso- 
ciations which cling to it. She would rather 
risk its stagnant air, its moldy growths, its 
slow decay, and mortuary suggestiveness 
than to aliow it to be profaned by everyday 
uses. It is her fetich. It is the one spot in 
the home where the essence of Puritanism 
still remains. But there is hope, for the best 
rooms are rapidly disappearing and going to 
the limbo of the one horse ‘‘shay,’’ the 9 
o’clock curfew, the brass knocker, the tith- 
ing man, and the sounding board. Every 
year the sun is getting more and more into 
the best room, flies buzz their drowsy songs 
upon the panes, dust settles upon the furnish- 
ings, and it takes upon itself the signs of 
contemporaneous human life. It will soon be 
no longer set apart as sacrdd to the memory 
ot something, but will be put to practical use 
and made to contribute to the general happi- 
hess of tne home. The day of the best room 
is well nigh over. Perhaps there will be less 
rheumatism when it is gone. 


SOCIETY AND THE STAGE. 

Miss Mary Andefson, whose stage career 
has demonstrate@ that it is possible, doubt- 
less even easy, for a woman to be a player 
without abating her title to the personal re- 
spect of the public she amuses, has written 
for the North American eview a short essay 
on The Stage and Society.“ It is in effect 
a protest from behind the footlights against 
the presumption of well known drawing- 
room reciters claiming the recognition which 
only patient toil on the stage itself legiti- 
mately acquires. Miss Anderson certainly 
wasted her energy in dwelling for a moment 
upon so transparent a pretension. No woman 
who has passed from drawing-room dawdling 
to stage effort has secured such recognition. 
She may draw crowds to see her personal 
charms or her fine costumes, but the homage 
the most intelligent, stage-loving age grants 
only to natural talent and polished skill has 
never been paid to these impostors in dra- 
matic art. 

It is true, as Miss Anderson says, that not 
long ago social laws proscribed players in 


opprobrious terms. She alludes, of course, 


to the ancient statute which rated actors 
with vagabonds and the customary compan- 
ions of tapsters and hostiers; and one Will 
Shakspeare, if we may believe Mr. Donnelly, 
was worthily so categoried. But it may be 
doubted whether, as Miss Anderson also 
says, the most difficult and comprehensive of. 
all arts is the dramativ, because it is a com 
bination of all others.“ In this Miss Ander- 
son falls into the error natural enough in a 
player that of aggrandizing and overvaluing 
the profession of which she is a practitioner. 


The dramatic art certainly is not the combi- 
nation of all other arts by any manner of 


means. It is not the most difficult of all arts. 


F 


it. The literal feeling, the realism of com 
temporaneous sentiment, demands it; and to 
its effectuation there is a culture necessary 
which is not essentiai in the actor as an actor. 

The relation between society and the stage 
is more important than that specific one 
which Miss Anderson has expounded with 
precision and truth. While an austere spirit 
like that of a literal interpreter of a well 
known book in Plato’s “Repubne,” or a 
Puritan faithfully adhering to the Puritanic 
Standards which believed the theatre irre- 
coverabie from the baseness and squalor 
which characterized it when the low-bred 
throngs jostied disreputabies from the courts 
of lower morals than themselves in the un- 
sanitary pits of London, would reject the 
theatre altogether from among modern in- 
stitutions, society itself, whether partially 
or broadly cultivated, prefers to maintain it. 
Actors, managers, and proprietors never 
made as much money as thevdo now. The in- 
fluence of the stage upon society, whether 
for good or evil, is more widely diffused 


than at any former time. We havea score of 


good players in Shakspeare’s tongue. They 
are finely reinforced by Italian and French 
actors. The mass of the stage followers are 
undeniably incompetent, illiterate, and of 
such standards in morality that the stage it- 
self suffers from their pernicious behavior, 
always made more conspicuous by the acci- 
dent of their business. To better this rela- 
tion is a task which actors of education and 


culture, of high personal worth and inexpug- 


nable reputation, may well consider as de- 
serving their attention as the improvement 
of the stage settings and the unities of pres- 
entation. The vital ana sensitive relation 
between society and the stage must receive 
strengthening in morals and personal dignity 
before it can be deemed stable and helpful to 
society.

Large Quantities of the Drug Brought in 
from British Columbia.

“Bad Boy Eddie” Gould Says Chicago is 
a Great Town and That Everybody 
Here Is on the Rush“ — The Boys Go 
to Sunday-Schodl on Race- Horses 
Dunaing & Fowler Not Allowed to Look 
Over the Stock Ledger at the New 
York End, 

New York, Jan. 5.—[NSpecial.|—Phil Ar- 
mour’s New-Year’s resolution! Have you 
heard it? This is the way a New York friend 
of the amiable magnate just back here from 
Chicago quotes it: Armour said to me, 
said he, I've sworn off one thing.’ ‘ What 
thing?’ says IJ. Work, says he. ‘I’ve prom- 
ised myself and my family, and promised my 
doctor, that in 1889 Pa try to do only half as 
much work as I did in 88. I’m going to do 
less than half if I can.’ But, went on the 
New York echo, I don’t believe he can.“ 

Jay Gould’s younger son, he who is known 
in Wall street as Bad Boy Eddie“ because 
of the wicked penchant he has for openly 
“coppering”’ every slack market point“ 
that Papa Jay gives out, was in Chicago a 
week ago. “It’s a great town.“ he says. 
“Everybody is on the rush. There always 
seems to be something up on the street that 
everybody is trying to get to first. Why, 
the boys out there go to Sunday-school on 
race-horses.“ 

Society has it that a son of Millionaire 
David Dows is betrothed to one of Chicago’s 
charming girls, one yet hardly out.“ and 
apropos of any remark about the Dows fam- 
lily must come to the mind of New York 
watchers of events a lively correspondence 
that has taken place within the last few days 
between Mr. Dows, whois known almost as 
well in Chicago as he is in New York, and 
the law firmot Dunning & Fowler, repre- 
senting New York stockholders of the Rock 
Island Road. The lawyers, having been re- 
fused at the New York end of the company 
the privilege of. exanining the stock ledger 
of the Rock Island Company, wrote to Mr. 
Dows: 

DUNNING & FOWLER’S LETTER. 

It is reasonable to infer that an examination 
of the company's transfer books would disclose 
transactions which, in the judgment of your 
board, it were better not to reveal. It is unfort- 
unate that the scheme to register transfers of 
stock in the Chicago office alone gives color to 
recent reports which are not wholly creditable 
to the trustees who are in possession of the 
property, and who alone possess whatever infor- 
mation there is that bears upon the 
value of the stock and the daily transactions 
therein on the exchange. The efforts of your 
associates to withhold from shareowners the 
privilege of ascertaining who their associate 
owners are by suppressing a list of stockholders 
which ordinarily should be on the files of your 
New York office ‘s also an unpleasant indication 
and deprives your stockholders of rights which 
the laws of this State evidently intended to 
confer. 

Your board neither publishes reports of earn- 
ings, nor statements that give information to 
which the stockholders are, ordinarily, entitled 
until some time after the closeof the fiscal year, 
which, in the opinion of our clients and others 
of your stockholders, places them at a disadvan- 
tage and enables a few individuals who possess 
what is familiarly known as inside informa- 
tion an opportunity to profit at the expense of 
the great body of outside stockholders, 

The lawyers wind up this cheerful epistle 
by disclaiming any personal reflections upon 
Mr. Dows, saving: 

This communication is addressed to you as 
e ee of the company, because you oc- 
cUpy in this community an honorable position, 
while the President of the company and his con- 
nection with its affairs are not so well under- 


valid and his death at one time was expected 
daily. Heis better now. The letter he has 
sent to the lawyers shows that he has great- 
ly improved. He stands right up to the rack; 
remarking practically that the letter ad- 
dressed him was impertinent and uncalled 
for. 

„My associates are just a good as I am.“ 
he says, in so many words, telling the law- 
vers that if they want any further informa- 
tion they had better show a little common 
sense and go to Chicago and apply for it. 

COMING TO CHICAGO. 

The lawyers are going. President Thomas 
P. Fowler of the Ontario & Western Rail- 
road, is one of the counsel. He will be in 

‘Chicago next week and blood is in his eye. 
If the Rock Island officers rebuff him he will 
take them into court in a jiffy. There is 
likely to be a sensation in this move before 
much longer. 

The Rock Island Road and its managers 
are attracting lots of attention in Wall street 
just now. Indeed, the Rock Island seems to 
have been plumped into the old St. Paul’s 
shoes. President Cable, Friend Porter, and 
the rést of that lively circle are getting 
biographies that do not have a home-made 
savor. The whole crowd are wicked specu- 
lators, even on Wall street, whose prophets 
ana lawgivers are never quite happy with- 
out being miserable over somebody else’s 
shortcomings. But never fear, Chicago 
genius is not without friends and defenders 
in Wall street. There is value in this con- 
nection in the entertaining talk I had today 
with Roswell P. Flower, the colleague of Mr. 
Cable, Mr. Porter, and Mr. Dows in the 
Rock Island: directory. Said Mr. Flower, 
with the understanding that I was free to 
quote him: 

“Of all the silly, indefensible stuff heard 
in Wall street in years the assaults upon 
President Cable and Mr. Porter are by long 
odds the most flagrant. Cable seems to be 
the particular target of all the tuppenny 
critics, most of whom not only do not owna 
share of stock in the Rock Isiand but really 
haven’t even a slight idea of what the Rock 
Island Road is or even where it runs. Be- 
cause dividends have had to be reduced at 
the dictation of conservative business needs 
and because the bears have been able to 
knock off the market value of the stock there 
goes up a ferocious how! against Cable and 
his friends as shameless speculators. Now, 
as a matter of fact, Cable is nota speculator 
at all. I know precisely what I am talking 
about. Nobody knows R R. Cable's interests 
much better than I do. When he makes in- 
vestments it is generally through my Stock 
Exchange firm. The truth is, Cable pays so 
little attenuon to stock market affairs that 
I'u wager that if he were suddenly asked the 
quotation of leading stocks he wouldn’t be 
abie to tell.

_ A NORTH SIDE RAILROAD DECISION. 


It Is Delivered in Philadelphia, but It Con- 
cerns Mr. Yerkes’ Cable Line. 

PuHILapELpuia, Pa., Jan. 5.— [Special.] 
Messrs. William L. Elkins, P. A. B. Widener, 
and others, who control the cable road in 
Chicago known as the North Chicago Rail - 
road Company, have won the suit brought to 
compel the Fidelity Insurance, Trust & Safe 
Deposit Company to issue to them bonds 
upon their mortgage on improvements to the 
road. The decision was given by the Court 
of Common Pleas No. 2 im favor of the rail- 
road company, although it did not give all 
that was asked. The decision of the court 
was given in an opinion delivered by Judge 
Hare. It first summarized the facts. The 
company executed in July, 1888, a mortgage 
to the Fidelity company as trustees, the 
mortgage to be security fer $1,500,000 of 
bonds issued by the company. A provision 
of the mortgage was as follows: 

Bonds in addition to the $1,500,000 may be here- 
after issued and shall be secured hereby; pro- 
vided, that such additional bonds shall only be is- 
sued from time to time, as may be requisite and 
necessary for the purpose of making improve- 
ments on the — 2 and only to an amount 
equal to 75 per cent of the actual cost of said 
improvements; provided furthes, that the rail- 
road company shall first submit to the trustees 
the question of the policy and nocessity of mak- 
ing the improvements and obtain their approval 
and thereafter furnish satisfactory evidence that 
25 per cent of such improvements have been 
made and paid for before the trustees shall be 
required to certify such additional bonds, and 
then only from time to time as the improvements 
are made and on being satisfied that the pro- 
ceeds are applied to the payment of the same. 

The bill was filed against the Fidelity In- 
surance Companyin their capacity as trus- 
tee, specifically to enforce this clause. In 
deciding the case Judge Hare says: 

The trustees might have been asked to decide 
before the commencement of the work on the 
evidence afforded by the plans and estimates, 
and, had they complied, the decision might have 
been beneficial to the railroad company by en- 
abling them to borrow the amount requisite for 
the enlargement and improvement of their works 
on better terms than if the lender had no securi- 
ty but their word, and the language of the clause 
shows that it was contemplated by both 
parties. Hut it is not less clear that if there 
was a reasonable doubt as to the accuracy of the 
estimates and whether the plen would prove 
practicable and remunerative the company 
might have declined to arrive at a final conclu- 


atical, and required that the question should be 
left to the unerring test of experience. If such was 
their right it was evidently attended with a cor- 
relative duty to exercise it for the benefit of both 
classes of bondholfiers in the manner stipulated 
in the deed, and the railroad company might wait 
for the completion of the work before bringing 
the question to the attention of the trustees. We 
are consequently of opinion that the reasons as- 
signed by the defendants for declining to take 
the matter into consideration are insufficient, 
and that it is their duty to fort und declare an 
opinion as to the adequacy of the security with- 
out unnecessary delay. 


HIPPOLYTE’S TRIUMPH IS PREDICTED. 


Capt. Collins Says He Has the Better Army 
and Equipments. 
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while attempting .to make a landing at Gon- 
aives and subsequently released, arrived here 
last evening. Capt. Collins, in speaking of 
his experiences, said: “I was overhauled by 
the Toussaint at the ‘platform’ Oct. 20 and 
was told that Gonaives was blockaded. I 
asked if I could have communication with 
the town, but was refused that privilege. 
Seeing no signs of an active blockade 
I proceeded up the bay and was 
dogged until daybreak by the man-of-war. 
In the morning he ran alongside and ordered 
me to heave to and give him my hawser, and 
I told him that I had none. He then seized 
the vessel and put eleven men aboard and 
ordered us to Port au Prince: We had made 
about twenty knots when the Toussaint 
came alongside again and made fast to our 


at Port au Prince late in the evening, and 
were compelied to stay there eighteen days 
awaiting the action of the Haytian Govern- 
ment. I spent a large part of the time of my 
detention endeavoring to effect a settlement 
with the legal authorities, which finally cul- 
minated in their agreeing to pay me $10,000 
as an indemnity for demurrage. This offer I 
finally accepted, and payment was imme- 
diately made in American gold.“ 

Capt. Collins says that he was well treated 
by the authorities, and was allowed his lib- 
erty. From what he saw and heard the 
Northern insurgents have the advantage in 
the contest. Said he: “I should not be sur- 
prised to hear within a short time chat the 
Southern army under Legitime had been 
completely routed, and that its opponents, 
under Gen. Hippolyte, had marched into 
Port au Prince and captured the entire Gov- 
ernment. It is a fact that the people of Port 
au Prince are really in sympathy with the 
Northerners, though they dare not make 
their preference known for fear of instant 
death. The army of the North is by far the 
better body of men, are better equipped and 
clothed, and are armed with the latest im- 
proved rifles.“ 

Regarding the Haytian army, he continued: 
“The strength of their army is fixed by law 
at a Maximum of 6,828, including officers and 
enlisted men, though of course every regro 
will bear arms upon occasion. The officers 
of this small army wear a gorgeous French 
uniform, while the privates are noticeable 
principally for what they do not wear.“ 

How about the alleged blockade at Port 
au Prince; does it exist in fact?’ was asked. 

“Well, 1 shouid say not. In the first place 
the Government does not control vessels 
enough to form an effectual blockade. While 
we were detained at that port vessels were 
coming in and going out without being inter- 
fered with in any way.”

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DOCTORS OF VITAPATHY. 


INCUBATED IN FIVE WEEKS AT THE 
“ AMERICAN HEALTH COLLEGE.” 


4 Strange Institution Which Has Been 
Allowed to Exist för Fifteen Years at 
Cincinnati — Astonishing Mixture of 
Crankism and Bilasphemy—The High 
Priest's Sacrament and Spiritual Bap- 
tism—Two Hundred Persons Graduated 
—Legislative Action, 


Crnctnnatr, O., Jan. 5.—[Special. |—For 
fifteen years, in this city, the American 
Heaith College, run by Dr. J. B. Campbell at 
Fairmount, has pretended to grant powers 
which are an insult to the medical profes- 
sion, a sacrilege on holy things, and a blot 
upon advanced civilization. The boldness 
with which the establishment is conducted 
almost staggers belief. 

It teaches what is known as “ vitapathy.” 
There is no reguiar course of instruction, no 
scientific Jectures, no classes in dissection, 
no study of anatomy or pharmacy. A sort of 
superstitition which possesses neither logic 
nor merit is vitapathy. Students are grad u- 
ated and given diplomas in two months. 
If they are in‘a hurry they will be 
made M. D.’s and V. P.'s in five 
weeks. Dr. J. B. Campbell is not only 
the author of the mighty system, but he is 
principal of the college and seils a number 
of books which attempt to explain the in- 
fallible qualities of vitapathy. He boasts 
that his is the only vitapathic school in the 
world, and he has had the name of the col- 
lege and system copyrighted. 

It is only lately that this vitapathic doctor 
factory has been called directly te the atten- 
tion of the public. For some years the rep- 
utable physicians of all schools have de- 
nounced the vitapathic college in the strong- 
est terms, but their criticism was not 
heeded, because no one but themselves, it 
was supposed, hac any interestin breaking 
up the joint. Ministers of the gospel would 
not believe that sucha den of blasphemy 
existed, and could not be persuaded that such 
unplous practices would be permitted in a 
city like Cincinnati. ’

At the commencement exercises Nov. 25 
the most blasphemous practices were in- 
dulged in. Parodies on Rock of Ages” 
and other well-known Christian hymns were 
sung. Then the graduntes, twelve in num- 
ber, six of whom were women, were given 
what Campbell, who claims to be the high 
priest, calls the vitapathy sacrament, in 
which was new vitalized and spiritualized 
milk. This was used instead of the bread 
and wine of the Christian Church. Old 
Campbell went through the form of vitaliz- 
ing and blessing the milk, which he said was 
emblematic of the highest food of eternal 
life. Each candidate received a portion of 
the milk poured into small glasses. 

Then followed a still more profane mockery 
— spiritual baptism and vitapathic ministerial 
ordination, Thisthe high priest conferred 
upon che advanced graduates, who had be- 
come fully converted to the sublime and 
holier doctrines, and were willing to accept 
the whole armor of vitapathy for the bene- 
fitof humanity. 

SPIRITUAL BAPTISM BY THE HIGH PRIEST. 

The high priest placed his hand upon each 
candidate’s head and uttered the following: 
„Brother, you have learned the vitapathic 
system, graduated at its college, partaken of 
its higher sacrament and holier spiritual 
baptism, and are ready to take on the higher 
office of vitapathic2 minister. We now, 
therefore, by authority of our country’s laws 
and Heaven’s highest power, ordain you a 
vitapathic minister and physician, with full 


and power to preach the gospel ot 


authority 

life as contained in the great vitapathic sys- 
tem, in all its fullness and power, to all peo- 
ple in all worlds, in all time and eternity, to 
attend funerals, solemnize marriages, and to 
do whatever a vitapathic minister-physician 
can do to comfort the afflicted, relieve 
the distressed, heal the sick, com- 
mane with angels, receive higher in- 
spiration, cast out devils, raise the 
dead, perpetuate existence, and make human 
life immortal. All power is now yours. Go 
and perform the duty well, and the life and 
power and love of vitapathy be with you 
forever.“ 

These vitapathic physicians are scattered 
all over the country, and number about 200. 
They marry people, attend funerals, and per- 
form other ministerial duties. In many 
States they have not been allowed to prac- 
tice. The Ohio Legislature will take the 
matter in hand at its coming session. 


A NEGRO JUSTICE’S READING OF THE LAW. 


He Followed the Blanks, Instructions and 
All, Saying Nothing of the Prisoner. 

Hampton, Va., Jan. 5.— [Special.] — Some 
time since Cary Banks, a negro of this place, 
got drunk and began firing a revolver indis- 
criminately on the streets. Several persons 
had narrow escapes, and a boy was seriously 
shot. To the surprise of the community, to- 
day Banks was dismissed from jail because 
there was really no evidence that he had 
done wrong.

Banks became tired of stay- 
ing in jail and at last employed a lawyer, 
who took him before Judge Peck on a writ of 
habeas corpus. He was at once released, as 
the mittimus did not show that he had com- 
mitted any offense, and he has escaped. .

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FRIEND'S CHICAGO DEAL 


THE PROFESSOR’s OPERATIONS IN 
THIS CITY. 


Dupes Organize a Stock Company and E. 
tablish a Plant on the West Side—The 
Secretary Relates Incidents That Al- 
layed Half - Formed Suspicions—The Loss 
to the Refinery Shareholders Will E 
ceed a Million—Mrs. Friend Denies There 
Is Any Fraud. < 

Chicago is entitled to the distinction of be- 

ing first to recognize the peculiar genius of 
Prof. H. C. Friend, whose “electric” sugar 
refinmg scheme has, according to the Lon- 
don and New York dispatches in Tus Trre- 
UNE of yesterday, dissolved hke a bubble 
that is burst. While the losses of thie Eu- 
glish investors, who are now execrating the | 
professor’s memory, amount to more than a 
milhon, his famein Chicago depends on the 
ability of some six or eight persons to forget 
contributions aggregating only $8,000. Aug. 
8, 1881, there was incorporated here the 
“Grape & Cane Sugar Refining Com- 
pany” with a capital of $2,000,000, 
This company was incorporated to enable 
Prof. Friend, who had lately struck the 
town, to put into operation his process 
whereby coarse grape sugar was to be trans- 
formed into a saccharine product never be- 
fore equaled for purity and cheapness. Prof. 
Friend had some samples with him. There 
was no discounting the samples. They were 
superior to anything Chicago sugar men had 
ever seen. The only thing Prof. Friend 
wanted was money, therefore the company 
was formed. Friend was President, H. G. 
Teed Secretary, and 8. D. Ovitt Treasurer. 
An old frame structure at West Lake and 
Peoria streets called Orpheus Hall was pro- 
cured for a refinery, and the proceeds of the 
‘hrst shares sold were devoted to fitting 
up the place with steam pipes and various 
apparatus which Friend had shipped from 
the East. Nobody in the company was per- 
mitted to know Prof. Friend’s secret process}; 
all they had to do was to furnish the money 
to enable him to apply it. 


THE PROFESSOR’S OFFER. 

The great scheme was to utilize the cheap 
product called grape sugar in the manufact- 
ure of such an article as Friend exhibited in 
his samples and gather in the profit. The 
sugar men declared that if such sugar could 
be produced that settled it; Prof. Friend said 
it could, and people bought shares. He of- 
fered $10 a pound for similar samples, and 
there were no takers. This removed the last 
doubt of a man who had come up from 
St. Louis to look into the thing, and 
he at once contributed $2,500. Friend said 
his process was partly mechanical and partly 
chemical. It would produce ninety-six pounds 
of perfect cane sugar out of 100 pounds of 
raw grape sugar. In March, 1882, he expected 
to start his refinery with a capacity of 1,500 
barrels daily. The stockholders put in more 
money and held their breaths. 

The factory failed to starton time. An- 
other date was set. Prof. Friend said it was 
because he had not money enough to perfect 
the mechanical apparatus. More money was 
furnished. Money was always forthcom- 
ing whenever he asked for it. But 
there was another postponement, and 
another and another Still, ulla 
stockholder named 8. S. Gardner became 
impatient, swooped down on the concern 
with the police, and had Friend arrested on a 
chargé of obtaining $1,700 on false pretenses. 
The prosecution Of the case was indefinitely 
postponed. Gardner and Friend established 
amicable relations, but the other stockhold- 
ers got little satisfaction. The sugar men 
still said they would take all that kind of su»

- New York, Jan. 5.—[Spectal |—The start- 
ling exposure of the alleged secret process 
for refining raw sugar by means of electrici- 
ty has electrified the town. Much astonish- 
ment was expressed that shrewd men like 
Lawson I. Fuller, Wallace P. Willett, and 
other shareholders in the Electric Sugar Re- 
fining Company allowed themselves te be 
mulcted without making the originators of 
the scheme give more substantial evidence 
that they could do what tney promised. Mr. 
J. W. Robertson, Secretary and Treasurer of 
the company, talked freely about the swindle 
perpetrated on himself and other innocent 
stockholders today.

Thursday night for Milan, Micb., where those 
who oy up the jobreside. Mr. Cotteril! stated 
that he would at once take criminal proceed- 
ings Mrs. Friend, W. E. Howard, Mrs. How- 
ard, Gus Halstead, and George Halstead.

The fact is that 
after her husband’s death in March last she 
sold part of the furniture in her house on 
Sixtieth street and took the remainder to 
Milan, Mich., where she has resided ever 
since. Sus left Howard here as her repre- 
sentative. 

THE SHAREHOLDERS. 

“There are sixty-five stockholders in the 
United States and Canada, and they hold 
7,207 sheres, of which Mrs. Wrinnd has 5.270.

He was attended by a Dr. Cosby, 
who was sent to him by the President of the 
company. So tar as known Friend made no 
statementto any one before hedied about 
the affair, but died with oaths on his lips. 
Mrs. Friend is said to be an immensely large 
woman, about five feet nine inches in hight, 
weighing over 350 pounds.

Charges of Corruption in the Management 
of the Kansas State Prison. 

Kawsas Criry, Mo., Jan. 5.— The Times 
contains charges of dishonesty and cor- 
ruption ,against the management of 
the Kansas State Prison at Lansing. 
The charges are based on the state 
ments of James Loper, ex-Treasurer 
of Atchison County, and D. J. Keller, ex-

says that in November, 1884, Dr. Phillip 
Krohn, now editor of the Atchison 
Cham Gov. Martin's paper, 
proached him, showed him hew a 
large amount of meney could be made 
out of the contraets with the State for the 
coal mined in the State's land at the State 
Penitentiary, and arranged fora meeting at 
the Delmonico Hotel in Leavenworth be- 
tween O. S. Hiatt, then Auditor of. Leaven- 
worth County, who had been promised the 
directorship of the prison; H. E. Richter of 
Council Grove, also prospective director; F. 
C. Buckley of Leavenworth, coal contractor; 
D. N. Barnes of Leavenworth County, an en- 
gineer and friend of Hiatt: and D. J. Keller, 
then Sheriff of Leavenworth County. At 
that meeting, according to the story of 
the nes, it was arranged te let the con- 
tract for the coalto Loper and Barnes as 
soon as Richter and Hiatt became directers, 
and to divide the profits equally among those 
presentat the meeting. lu May, 1886, the coal 
contracts were let to Loper and Barnes for 
6 cents per bushel, several cents below the 
market price. Loper failed to get profits 
and complained. rohn then proposed to 
Loper that he accept $1,000 and retire 
from the ring, which. he did. In 
the meantime Keller had withdrawn 
and without receiving any of the profits 
after the contracts had been under operation 
for some time.“ Richter and Hiatt directed 
that the contractors should receive eighty- 
five pounds for a bushel instead of eighty 
pounds aliowed by the State law. This in- 
creased the profits by about $20,000. It is es- 
timated that the ring’s profits amounted to 
$150,000, x

WITHOUT EITHER FOOD OR CLOTHING. 


Faniilies Said to Be on the Verge of Starva- 
tion Near Park River, Dak. 

Farqo, Dak., Jan 5.— [Special. A4 most 
vitiable story of suffering among the Nor- 
wegians in the western part of Walsh 
County, Dakota, comes in a letter from the 
Rev. C. W. Richer of Park River to the Rev. 
G. W. Huntiey of this city. Mr. Richer reports 
having made a thorough canvass of 
Park River, soliciting aid for the sufferers. 
The s were distributed by two thorough- 
ly reliable men, who had just returned and 
reported that they distributed the goods as 
fairly as they could among fifteen families, 
and that there still remained between 
forty and fifty families equally as desti- 
tute. The only means of sustenance they 
have, or have had for some time, is in cook- 
ring their green frozen wheat into a sort of 
porridge. They live within the belt where 
the early frosts did the greatest damage. 
They had relied entirely on this season’s 
crop to tide them over the winter, 
and this calamity left them with ab- 
solutely nothing. They are principally 
of the Lutheran denomination, and because 
uncomiplaining their true condition has not 
before become known. Those who had been 
more fortunate in securing acrop of potatoes, 
turnips, and other vegetables have shared 


with those less forwnate, until now 
there are mot enough of these in 
any family to last more than three or 


tour days. It is related that the only cloth- 
ing one woman had on was a thin calico 
dress, not a stitch of anything eise on the 
body, and no shoes or stockings, while hun- 
dreds of others are in little better shape, and 
those that are cannot possiby withstand 
the trials of a cold winter. In many in- 
stances boards have been taken from the 
outside of the house te break into firewoou, 
and should a decided change occur in 


the weather it is but a question 
of a few days until they all suc- 
cumb. Provisions of all kinds are 


earnestly solicited, together with clothing, 
as One without the other would be of but lit- 
tle benefit. Ministers of all denominations in 
Fargo will cail attention to the matter from 
the puipits, and a committee is now at work 
collecting supplies to forward to them.

NO AVAILABLE FUNDS IN INDIANA, 


A Permanent Loan to Pay Current Expenses 
Likely te Be Made. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 5.— [Special. The 
Indiana General Assembly about to convene 
is confronted with a perplexing financial 
problem. For several years there has been 
@ gradual decrease in the amount of revenue 
collected by taxation, but there has been ne 
diminution of expenditure, and the demand 
for additional funds has become so press.ve 
that the State tax must be increased or else 
a permanent loan will have to be negotiated. 
A temporary loan must be made to meet pres- 
ent necessities, and hence the legislators will 
be forced to give immediate attention to 
financial matters or go without their sala- 
ries. There will not bean available dol- 
larin the Treasury unless there is a raid 
upon funds sacred to other purposes, and no 
increase of the tax levy can be of benefit for 
two years tocome. The tax rate is now 12 
cents on each $100, from which is realized 
about 51, 200,000 annuaily. In addition the 
State receives about $200,000 annually from 
insurance fees and other sources. The low< 
est estimate of the demands upon the State 
Treasury is $1,650,000, which is nearly $250,000 
in excess of present receipts: As the Demo- 
crats have a majority in each branch, and as 
a rule the party is decidedly opposed to in- 
creased taxation, it is quite likely that a 
permanent loan will be made, and that the 
date of increasing the tax levy will be post- 
poned untik the Republicans come into 
power. : 

COMING WRANGLE IN THE SENATE. 

When the Indiana General Assembly con- 
venes next Thursday it will open with a row 
in the Senate. Already many of the mem- 
bers are here, and the Democratic Senators 
deciare that it is their determination that 
Col. Robertson shall not preside over the Sen- 
ate.

“If.it is a credit to be 
a boodler and a thief,” the 1 says, 
“the names of the men now in e State’s 
prison and the fellows who saved themselves 
from conviction by the betrayal of comrades in 
crime sbould be permitted to remain on the 
marbie slabs, but not otherwise.” 

The grand jury declares that the city morgue 
is a “damp, dirty, foul-smelling cellar,” and 
recommends a speedy change. It recommends 
that the next grand jury indict the Trustees of 
the Town of Lake unless steps shall have been 
taken by that time to improve the jail. Addi- 
tions to the Hyde Park jail forinsane persons 
and female prisoners are mentioned as neces- 
sary. 


ANARCHY ABETTED BY DEMOCRACY. 


Schemes of the “Reds” and the Un- 
washed” to Elect Harrison Mayor. 

From the Chicago reis Presse of Jan. 6: The 

freedom the American citizen enjoys entities 


him to pursue all lawful objects with the aid of 


all lawful means. He can ‘also agitate for a 
change or the repeal of laws. But this must be 
done in a legal way. An inhabitant of the United 
States has for this purpose a righ’ to express his 
opinion in speech and print, tocall meetings 
and form political parties, ana if he succeeds 
through his efforts to secure a majority of the 
citizens to indorse his opinions then he can 
transform the latter into laws. The majority 
decides, the minority has to submit, but can con- 
tinue with its agitation in order to become the 
majority. 

But the freedom the American citizen enjoys 
does not entitle him to advocate or commit 
illegal deeds, and therefore does not give a 
minority of citizens the right to intimidate or 
subdue the majority by dynamite, arson, and 
murder. This should be evident to everybody 
capable of thinking, and therefore it is not 
necessary to explain it to any sane person. How- 
ever, Spies, Parsons, et al., started a few years 
ago the so-called Anarchistie movement. They 
advocated the violent opposition of the small 
minority of the population forming the An- 
archistic party against the majority; they organ- 
ized the armed groups“; they practiced the 
manufacture and the handling of dynamite 
bombs; they called upon 
for “* vengeance "’ and 
latter “to arms“; they arranged 
meeting at the haymarket May 4, 1886. expecting 
that the fight would begin there, but, contrary to 
all expectations, only one bomb was thrown; the 
ringleaders of the contemptible undertaking 
were arrested, prosecuted, and sentenced by the 
unanimous verdict of a jury wvonsisting of one 
business-man and eleven wageworkers, some 
to long penitentiary imprisonment and others to 
death on tho gallows. 

The Freie Presse had repeatedly called the at- 
terition of Spies et al. to the insane and danger- 
ous feature of their agitation, but our warnings 
had the only result that the rageof the gang of 
criminals was directed against us and caused the 
foolish butcher to plot the murder of the editor of 
the Freie Presse. After May 4, 1886, the Anarchistic 
agitation naturally cameto astandstill, although 
some of the most rabid agitators continued to 
express their silly madness in private circles. 
That the Anarchistic agitation dares to lift its 
head anew and appear in pu this the 
leaders of the Democratic party are responsible, 
and against them we hereby raise the charge 
that they have in a contemptible, demagogical 
manner, by fishing for the votes of the Anarchists 
and their following, tried to obtain a majority for 
their candidate for Governor, Palmer. 

The corruptible rabble of the Arbeiter-Zeitung 
was for Palmer; it was openly said that Palmer, 
in case of his election, would pardon Neebe and 
Schwab, and it was evident to everybody capable 
of judging for himself that it had eome to an 
understanding between leaders of the Democracy 
and the Anarchists, and an old ‘“‘reformer” who 
can always be hired for money to do any kind of 
dirty political work was pointed out as the 
one who through his known connection with 
the Ararchist sheet had succeeded in accom- 
plishing the sellout. Eucopraged on account of 
their connection with the Democrats, whom they 
regard now as their allies, or rather abettors, the 
Anarchists now after the election appear again 
it ail their boldness in public. They call meet- 
ings, visit those arranged by Morgan and his fol- 
lowers, indulge in their familiar speeches, in 
which they talk about “streams of blood,“ and 
they try to take up again the murder and arson 
incitements at the same pomt where Spies and 
Parsons dropped them. 

The true object of this agitation is at once evi- 
dent to any one acquai with our political cir- 
cumstances, when he noticés that the new chief 
manager of the new Arbeiter Bund is no less 
a person than the celebrated “workingman” 
Joseph Gruenbut, the enemy of soap, and 
an officehoider under ex-Mayor Harrison. This 
revival of the Anarchistic agitation by Joe 
Gruenhut and the other deadbeats of the 
Arbeiter-Zeitung is without doubt an essential 
part of the plan of the Democrats for the spring 
campaign—for the candidacy of Carter H. Harri- 
son. The deadbeats will start the Anarchistic 
agitation which was tolerated by Mr. Harrison 
and which resulted in the murder of many 
policemen and the conviction and execution of a 
number of Anarchistic ringleaders. In view of 
tne occurrences of May 4, 1886, Mayor Roche 
(thus the Democratic wire-pullers are calculat- 
ing) cannot tolerate a repetition of the murder 
and arson incitements, The police interfere, and 
consequentiy the Democratic press and tbe 
deadbeats will lament about the “suppression 
of free speech and the right of assemblance ”’ 
in order to stir up the workingmen against Mr.

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 5.—[(Special.]—Jim Hart 
of Milwaukee, A. G. Spalding's agent, came to 
town yesterday and closed a contract with the 
Cleveland club officials. It was fora game be- 
tween the All-Americas and Chicagos at the 
ball park between April 16 and 18, according to 
the time of the tourists’ arrival in New York. 
So far the plan made contemplates the arrival 
of the ball teams in New York about April 5, 
and the games arranged so far are as follows: 
At New York, April 6: at Boston, April 8; at 
Brooklyn, April9; at Washington, April 11; at 
Philadelphia, April 13; at Pittsburg, April 14; at 
at Cleveland, April 16; at 
Chicago, April 20. These dates will be changed a 
little if necessary. 

Hart said: “When the Spalding expedition 
leaves Melbourne Monday it will be $20,000 
ahead. And from that point Mr. Spalding ex- 
pects to lose money. I have cabled him that his 
share of the receipts from the American games 
Will be $15,000, e get 80 per cent. It has just 
been decided to go to India, and the expedition 
will go to Colombo, Ceylon, and play in Madras, 
Bom ay, and Calcutta. Acablegram which says 

India only tells me that. From India the tour- 
They are likely to reach Co- 
lombo about Jan. 24, and Cairo about March 3. 
At the latter place they will be met by the first 
letters from America. From Egypt the route is 
that already published. No profit is expected at 
any game except those in India. The teams do 
not Know of tne new playing rules, the graded- 
salary law, or at least the changes, and are there- 
fore playing under the old rules.

No Half-Way Efforts to Smooth Over the 
Trouble Will Satisfy Him-—The Exces- 
sive Loyalty of the Berliners Toward 
the Emperor Necessitates the Issuance 
of @ Caution for the People to Restrain 
Themselves—Other German Matters.

Lord Salis- 
bury, mn a personal communicauon to Prince 
Bismarck, asks him to order a direct state- 
ment that the whole charge is absurd. 

The papers today generally comment on 
the Morier affair. The Vossisch Zeitung ro- 


marks: The impression that a perusal 
ot the letter gives is painful. Incidents 
such as these can only serve to 


trouble the relations of two countries 
connected by kindred and affinity. The ac- 
cusation against Morier rest on the contro- 
versial assertion of a man who is no more. 


No evidence can be adduced in sup- 
port of the charge, therefore it 
cannot de regarded as convincing. 


If.“ concludes the Vussiche Zeitung, certain 
papers which described Emperor Frederick 
as Parsifal, the simpleton, really consider it 
their duty to asperse every man whom that 
noble man honored with his confidence, 
three have at any rate done no 
good service to the German Govern- 
ment or tothe Kmperor. It is only surpris- 
ing that the plain contradiction between 
Marshal Bazaine’s statement to Maj. Von 
Dietz and the known historic facts should 
not have been perceived by Von Dietz him- 
self; who seems to have been willing to 
forge a weapon with which to strike at the 
memory of Emperor Frederick.“ 

The Freisinnige Zeitung says: The Ger- 
man people await what Count Herbert has 
to say officially on the matter. As things 
stand, German diplomacy has not covered 
itself with glory over tne question.“ 

The National! Zeitung holds that Morier in 
his appeal to Count Herbert was overconfi- 
dent. The paper says: “It was a really 
astonishing demand to ask the Chief of 
the Foreign Office to contradict the 
report of a trusted officer of the German 
Government. It must be left to the future 
to show whether Bazaine will come out of 
the affair as a slanderer or a coward.” 

The comments suggest the similar question 
as to whether Prince Bismarck and Count 
Herbert will come out of che affair as slan- 
derers or as cowards, Morier, according to 
the sentiment of the English Embassy here 
and the general feeling in official circies, 
will compel Count Herbert to apologize. In 
the meantime the semi-officiai press shows 
no signs of abating the attacks on Morier, 
rather trying to support the assault.

BLOW ALONG THE ATLANTIC COAST, 


A Severe. Cyclonic Rain-Storm Prevailing, 
and Damage to Shipping Feared.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST YELLOW-FEVER. 


An English Paper Commends Dr. Kaach’s 
Position on the Quarantine Question. 
Editorial in London Laneel, Dec. 15: The yel- 
low-fever epidemic of 1888 in Florida has called 
torth a number of comments which deal with the 
prevention of that disease and which are well 


worthy of consideration. One of these is con- 


tained in a report to the Lilinois State Board of 
Health by their Secretary, Dr. John H. Rauch. 
In this report itis shown that, notwithstanding 
an attempt to conceal the several circumstances, 


yellow-fever, which was modified by reason of 


temperature, haa existed during the last winter 
in the territory between Tampa and Jackson- 
ville, and that cases of fever“ were heard of in 
March this year which were held by some 
A not to be typhoid, as alleged, but to 
part of a *“yellow-fever wave which was 
passing over Jacksonville. By April 20 the prev- 
alence of the disease was admitted, and it was 
stated that several of the southern and western 
portions of the State were to be looked upon as 
suspicious. A belief is also current that the in- 
troduction of the disease took piace through the 
rt of Tampa in-May, 1887, and that the gap in 
ts history between * mtn and its recrudes 
cence in the spring of 1 was due to the policy 
of concealment and suppression of information 
vy local health and quarantine authorities in 
lorida. 


In the State of Illinois only one city was, ac- 
cording to Dr. Rauch’s views, liable to danger, 
that was the City of Cairo, and a systematic ob- 
servation of its meteorolugical and other condi- 
tions was at once instituted, and, on the basis of 
the resuits ascertained, Dr. Kauch undertook the 
responsibility for the action which in his official 
character he subsequently carried out. We do 
not know what is the particular cause of this 
disease, but there are certain points about 
its natural bistory which we do know, 
and one is that a continuous 
temperature of not tess than 70° F. is necessary 
to its maintenance and diffusion, and this even 
in the Gulf region of the United States. There 
is also, according to the evidence obtained by 
Dr. Rauch, no instance of its epidemic spread 
in places north of 35° north latitude, unless in- 
deed to quote from Hirsch, “ when the heat has 
equaled the mean annual temperature of the 
tropics; and it has on no occasion become di- 
fused in a temperature below 68° F., the winter 
temperature of the tropies.“ 

Later on in the year the disease became much 
more prevalent; panic ensued, and with panic 
came its old ussociate, quarantine, the restric- 
tions of which spread far and near. IIIinois had 
to be protected, and by September thé guaran- 
tine craze had spread even to Cairo, which city 
had not only quarantined Jacksonville but ap- 

ealed to the State Board for financial and other 

elp to maintain it. But Dr. Rauch was con- 
vinced that the premises on which he in- 
tended to base his action were correct, 
and that he was not justified in giving the author- 
ity of his board in any shape or form to a quar- 
antine which was unnecessary and therefore 
without justification. Hence he immediately 
declined to authorize the enforcement of the sys- 
tem: andJater on, when he brought the matter 
under the notice of his board, they passed a res- 
olution indorsing his attitude ana approving his 
action in exerting the authority of the board 
for the abandonment of all quarantine resiric- 
tions in the State.”’ . ~ 

Quarantine in nearly ail its applications is the 
result either of ignorance or neglect. It is re- 
sorted to by panic-stricken people. and it is dis- 
tinctly injurious to the communities affected by 
it. In the case of this localized epidemic of yel- 
low-fever, restricted as it has been to the bound- 
aries of one sparsely settled State, it is declared 
by Dr. Rauch to have brought about the loss of 
millions upon millions of dollars by paralyzing 
industries and embarrassing commerce,gand to 
have led to cruel and vexauous interruption or 
suspension of travel by means of “shotgun’”’ 
restrictions, with all their attendant “ barbarities 
and high-handed outrages,” and this at times a 
thousand miles away from any infected local- 
ity. The proceedings are indeed stated 
to have involve “the cold-blooded 
murder of travelers seeking to return to their 
homes. With such sequence of events in pros- 
pect it is not to be wondered at that every effort 
was made in the early stages of the disease to 
keep all information away from those who had 
the power of imposing such restrictions; indeed, 
this secrecy, which is fatal to any proper at- 
temut at prevention, characterizes nearly every 


quarantine system adop and generally 
alone suffices to frustrate the urpose 
which it is intended to effect. n the 
case of yellow-fever outside the tropics 


quarantine is especially useless; and yet in our 
own country, which professes to have abandoned 


such restriction, even in the case of a disease 


such as cholera (which occasionally assumes an 
epidemic form in the Northern latitudes) we 
maintain an old and efféte quarantine law, which 
332 to be administered by a department of 

tate for preventing the importation of yellow- 
fever. Dr. Rauch’s report may usefully be 
taken to heart by that department, for it 
is a story showing the utter uselessness 
of a system which, if carried out stringently, is 
properly referred to as useless and inhu- 
man, and the value of an official who, whilst he 
has the courage and honesty to forbid resort to 
quarantine, hus also the knowledge necessary to 
give force to his recommendation that the pre- 
vention of yellow-fever must essentially be 
sought in dealing with the presence of filth in 
the widest sanitary sense of the word.

Why the Gentiles Object to the Admission 
of Utah—Canadian Annexation. 

Gov. West of Utah, Judge R. H. McBride, and 

B. N. Baskin, the latter a candidate for Congress 


last fall from Utah, were in the city yesterdiy 


en route to Washington, where they expect a 
hearing Jan. 9 in opposition to the House caucus 
bill providing for the admission of Utah into the 
Union as a State. The Gentiles have asked these 
gentiemen to lay before Congress the facts about 
their hostility to Statehood, and the Ganger that 
the country will sustain from the rapidly in- 
creasing population of Utah made up of Mor- 
moss coming in from all parts of Euro Judge 
McBride thought Statehood would an ac- 
knowledgment of the rights of Mormonism and 
polygamy, and the Gentiles would be driven out 
and the Mormons would make the laws to suit 
their so-called religious views. 

The people of Utah could not but believe that 
at one time recently there was a sort of tacit un- 
derstanding or bargain between leading Demo- 
crates in Congress and shining lights in the Mor- 
mon Church to throw Utah to the Democratic 
party on Statehood being achieved. Failing to 
carry Out this bargain before election the Demo- 
crats had consented to take Utah out of the 
omnibus bill, and now let it stand on its merits, 
the Democrats not daring to admit it to State- 
hood while Mormonism had full sway. 

The Utah Commission created by Cleveland 
aon in accordance with their duty, given the 

rritory a fair election, but there was no doubt 
that the commission had favored Statehood. 
The commission was not an important body, and 
beyond looking after election its influence would 
not be felt. Bishop Sharpe, as soon as 
the law prohibiting polygamy was passed, 
entered court, pleaded ilty, and promised 
to give up his wives.

May Wheat Opens One Point Above Friday, 
but Falls Of Twelve. 

The wheat market yesterday bounded up 
and down like a rubber ball. Most of the 
fluctuations were narrow, but were quick. 
The trading was animated, and once the mar- 
ket was plunged into a wild whirl of excite- 
ment by a bear raid which carried prices 
down overacent. The small traders opened 
the market. They were inclined to be bull- 
ish, and opened the May future one-eighth 
above the close, at $1.05. Nobody interfered 
with their efforts to boost things except 
Mr. Hutchinson, and in a few moments 
his opposition proved too much for them. 
The market yielded to the selling which the 
old speculators led, and on its graduai lapse 
into a tone of weakness woke up the rest of 
the bears. The price got down about g, 
vringivg out plenty of long wheat, before the 
bulls made astand, They drove it back to 
51.0536, stopped a bear sortie after it bad 
fallen back a fraction, and pulled it up again 
to $1.0544, when they were swept o their 
feet by the most desperate bear attack of the 
day. The market broke to $1.03%—1% cents 
in five minutes. The smash took the heart 
out of the bulls, and, although helped by cov- 
ering of little shorts, they were able to rally 
May to only $1.0444. The close was at $1.04— 
% below Friday and }¢ under the highest 
price for the day. 


Standard Broke the Oil Market.

ON THE MONROE DUCTRINE 


SENATORS DISCUSS THE PANAMA CA- 
: NAL QUESTION, 


Mr. Sherman Urges the Passage of Resolu- 
tions Declaring the Government Can 
Permit Ne European Government to 
Assume Control—The Matter Laid Over 
Until Tomerrow— Why the Sioux Indiaas 
Oppose the Division of Their Reserva- 
tion—Protesting Against Reduced Duties. 


.Wasuinetonr, D. Ca Jan. 5.—The joint res- 
olution reported yesterday from the Com- 
mitteeon Foreign Relations in relation to 
the Panama Canal was taken up in the Sen- 
ate today. Mr. Sherman, Chairman of the 
committee, said that he did not de 
sire to debate the resolution.“ It was 
the plain statement of a line of 
public policy adopted by the United 
States nearly seventy years ago. That 
policy had been announced in a more or less 
tormal manner by almost every President of 
the United States since that time, and had 
been also sanctioned in various ways by Con- 
gress. It was simpha declaration that the 
Government would not see without dissatis- 


faction any controi of an interoceanw canal 


by a Européan Government. . 
Mr. Voorhees inquired of Mr. Sherman 
whether there were any special reasons at 
this time for the reassertion of the principle. 
He thought the resolution was right, but he 
did not know that there was any special 
cause for it. 

Mr. Sherman spoke of the great financial 
embarrassment of the Panama Company, and 
said that thé French Government had hither- 
to refrained from officiai counection with the 
enterprise; but that on account of the failure 
of De Lesseps it was now proposed that the 
French Government should itself assume the 
construction of, the canal or exercise some 
control or jurisdiction over it, or exercise 
some power inconsistent with the established 
doctrine of the American Government. 
Under these circumstances it was thought 


that the passage of the resolution would be 


an act of friendiy caution. 

Mr, Teller inquirea whether the French 
Government had not some years ago dis- 
claimed any intention of interfering in the 
construction of the canal. 


Mr. Voorhees also suggested that he had 


read in the papers some weeks ago that the 
French Chamber of Deputies had expressly 
refused the assistance of the Government te 
the canal company. 

Mr. Sherman said that there was reason to 
believe that there were certain influences at 
work to force the French Government to 
assume the control of the work; and, at all 
events, it was well enough for Congress. to 
announce its opinion ou the subject. 

Mr. Chandler asked Mr. Sherman whether 
there was any minority report. 

Mr. Sherman replied in the negative. 

Mr. Tellersaid in reply to Mr. Voorhees 
that there was a strong party in France 
which insisted that the Government should 
take charge of the canal. Ihe French 
ple realized that unless mat were done ail 
the money already expended would be lost. 
He thongat that the resolution was perhaps 
timely, but should have been passed long 


ago. 

Mr. Vest expressed his suspicion that there 
was some connection between the resoluuon 
and the Nicaragua Canal bill, to which he 
had 13 objections, and for which he 
would never vote unless the House amend- 
ments were concurred in. 

Mr. Edmunds, the author of the resolution, 
assured Mr. Vest that the Nicaragua bill had 
not been in his mind when he wrote or when 
he offered the resolution. It had no relation 
whatever to the Nicaragua Canal bill. He 
thought that the hdhnor and candorof the 
United States required a formal and friendly 
reaffirmation of the American doctrine on 
the subject before the friendly Republic of 
France bad been drayn into an official sup- 
port of the De Lesseps scheme at Panama; 
so that the French Government could not aft- 
erwards say to the Government of the United 
States: You acquiesced in our engaging 
in this enterprise and you ought not now to 
complain.” The honorabie thing, he said, 
to do between friendly nations was for the 
United States in a friendly and temperate 
Way to say that it would not allow the inter- 
vention of the French or of any other Euro- 
pean Government in the matter. 

Mr. Cali opposed the resolution as an at- 
tempt to obstruct a great work of beneficence 
to mankind, 

Mr. George said that he would vote for the 
resolution with great pleasure. He regarded 
it — an important and necessary step to be 
taken. 

Mr. Reagan suggested that the resolution 
should be allowed to lie over. It was too in- 
teresting and important a subject to be passed 
upon without due consideration. Many mill- 
ions had been spent in the attempt to open a 
waterw across the Isthmus of Durien. 
What did the resolution mean! Did it mean 
to interrupt financial operations and to pre- 
vent the execution of the work? 

Mr. Sherman said that the resolution had 
been already pending two or three weeks, 
and he supposed that it should be acted upon 
promptly. It wasaquestion on which the 
country had passed time and time again. 

Mr. agan said that if the resolution were 
not allowed to lie over he would be com- 
pelled to vote against it. 

Mr. Gray agreed with Mr. Reagan that it 
was too important a matter to be considered 
in a few minutes. He would like time to con- 
sider the question, but if he were forced to 
vote now he would vote against the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Morgan, a member of the Committee 
on Foreign Relatious, said he had not been 
present when the —— was discussed in 
committee. His impression was that the last 
clause of the resolution was inopportune. 
Diplomatie matters were properly intrusted 
by the Constitution to the President of the 

nited States. The nding resolu- 
tion was a forestaliment of the 
diplomatic action of the President in his 
intercourse with foreign Governments. It 


was a direct and mandatory dictation to the 


President to conform his policy and his rela- 
tions with foggign Vovernments to the views 
of Congress, nu that was an attitude which 
the Senate of the United States had no right 
to occupy. The circumstances would have 
to be extreme that would justify any such 
action. If the resolution was pressed in its 
present form he would vote against it. 


Mr. Reagan said the language of the resolv-. 


tion was too broaa, too unrestricted. It did not 
discriminate between pecuniary aid and the 
assumption of political control. If it meant 
that the French Government should not guar- 
antee bonds to carry on the work he must 
dissent fromit. The memories of a hundred 
years ago ought to inspire the Senate with 
some 5 or the French people. 

Mr. Call said if the resolution was sincere 
and meant anything it meant war. What 
right had the ngress of the United States 
to say that the people of Colombia should 
not accept the aid of a foreign Government 
for the construction of the Panama Canal? 

Mr. Sherman was rather surprised at the 
Senator from Alabama taking the und 
that Congress could not dictate the policy of 
the President so as to restrain him to some 
extent in the direction of his negotiations. 
For his own part, he would like to see all the 
nations of the world (not their governments) 
concurring in the construction of the Pana- 
ma Canal and ot the Ni an Canal, for 
he believed the construction of both of those 
canals was a necessity. 

After further discussion the resolution was 
postponed till Monday next.

GENERAL NEWS FROM WASHINGTON, 


Sugarmakers Protest Against a Reduction 
of Duties. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Jan. 5.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the Senate Finance Committee to- 
day gave a hearing to a delegation of persons 
interested in the sugar industry. The dele- 
gation consisted of John Dymond, John Foos, 
Henry McCall, and Henry Minor ot Louis- 
jana. Mr. Dymond was the speaker, 
and explained that the delegation 
had come to ask that the schedule 
as proposed by the Senate Tariff 
bill be modified, on the ground that the 50 per 
cent reduction in the duty on sugar would 
ruin the sugar industry nov only in tne trop- 
ical cane of Louisiana but also of the beet 
sugar industry of California and the sor- 
ghum industry of Kansas. The committee at 
noon took a recess until half-past 4 this after- 
noos, when it heard an argument from Mr. 
W. L. Parkinson of Fort Scott, Kas. in be- 
half of the sorghum industry ef Kansas. 
Mr. Parkinson asserted that if the sugar 
tariff were undisturbed the business 
would be developed in the immediate 
future. He objected to a bounty because it 
was likely to be of only temporary duration. 
Henry C. Minor and Henry McCall of Louis- 
jana, on behalf of the sugar planters of that 
State, also spoke against the beunty system, 
and pleaded to be left under the present 
tariff conditions. 

MORE FILIBUSTERING IN THE HOUSE. 
„In the House today Mr. Reed called up the 
resolution to abolish for the remainder of 
the session the call of States for the intro- 
duction of bills on the first and third Mon- 
days of each month. On ordering the pre- 
vious question the vote stood—yeas 98, nays 
20, ne quorum, and a call of the House was 
ordered. After a long wait, Mr. Springer 
said that if the House would agree to a reso- 
lution directing the Sergeant-at-Arms to tele- 
graph to absent members requesting them 
to return Monday he would not oppose the 
adjournment.

Commissioner Cool’s reply to Mr. Edman- 
son's proposal to substitute some other Re- 
publican lawyer for Mr. E. R. Bliss as County 
Attorney was in the proper spirit. Mr. Cool 
and his Republican colleagues have insisted 
on the retention of Mr. Bliss in his present 
position, not because he is a Republican but 
because he is a capable lawyer, thoroughly 
versed in the laws relating to county and 
municipal affairs.

corporations for their own benefit 
unless Congres authorize the use. 
Many of the Buffalo capitalists interest- 
ed in other coal hnes are working against 
the Lackawanna Road in this matter, and 
the general impression is that Congress will 
pass an act authorizing the sale of the pier to 
the highest bidder, and as there are seven 
trunk lines in Buffalo all anxious to control 
the shipment of coal to Chicago and else- 
where the bidding will doubtless spirited, 
and the Lackawanna Company may have 
considerable difficuity in keeping control of 
the valuable property.

The Art In- 
stitute rooms will be cleared as soon as possi- 
ble to be ready for the Russian exhibition, 
which will remain until April. Then it goes 
to the Exposition in Faris, where it will be 
set up in a special pavilion erected expressly 
for it. 

Verestchagin will not come to Chicago. He 
has already returned to Europe. His stay in 
New York and Washington since October 
last gave him ample opportunity for thorough 
observation of American art and familiar ac- 
quaintance with American ideas on art. His 
expression of his views on any question is 
clear, well fortified, and forcible, He ex- 
presses amazementat the progress of Ameri- 
can civilization in a time comparatively 80 
short, but thinks our lack of National sense 
in art isa serious reproach. He finds the 
rich alone interested, he says; and they 
chietiy in French works. Everywhere he 
went, except to Mr. Thomas B. Clarke's in 
New York, ne found French pictures. Even 
a bequest left to the Corcoran Gallery in 
Washington for the purchase of American 
pictures he discovered to be evaded. 

At the picture exhibitions in New York he 
observed only people pretty well off, and 
they seemed to stepin ata fashionable time 
of day chiefly to see who else was there and 
He saw no poor 
people in the galleries, such as one can see in 
Vienna, he @xampled. He might have said 
Paris or any ether European Capital. He 
smiled at the imitation of En ae stupidity 
| in keeping the Metropolitan Museum closed 
Sundays. 

He censures, also, the want of national 
sense in American artists. They are elever 
and ambitious; they go abroad and lose their 
nationai sympathy. They paint according to 
alien ideas; they select foreign subjects; 
they ignore the wealth of material in their 
own country: He instanced as a themea 
sunset at New York. To quote his interview 
in the New York World; 

was up in a tower of the fire depart- 
ment and the city lay before me! You could 
see the river and the distant hills. Behind 
all was the sun setting in magnificence, with 
wonderful rays, and streaks, and color ef- 
fects; and then the way the last purple rays 
came over the city, whose steeples and tow- 
ers cut sharply into the sky-line and were 
tinged with orange and red! It was one of 
the most glorious sunsets I ever saw, and pe- 
culiarly American. A great picture would 
bring it out and everybody would recognize 

it. 
SHOULD CHOOSE MOME SUBJECTS. 

The artist said that Russian art had sprung 
up almostin a generation. In Russia, as in 
the United Scates, the fashion was to patron- 
ize French art. The Russian student still 
goes to Paris, but after his schooling he re- 
turns home, chooses Russian subjects, and 
breathes Russian national life. So, he might 
have added, the English student goes to 
Paris and eagerly avails of its opportunities. 
But hé, too, goes home and paints either na- 
tional subjects or themes drawn from the 
great world of arene y or-history or ideals 
common to mankind. The discovery of the 
magnificent sunsets of Americais one that 
may arouse pangs among the American art- 
ists abroad. But tney can scarcely be blamed. 
It is only by going abroad they can make a 
market for their work. The seal of approval

ican must live in Paris or 

or Brittany or Normandy to make his own 
countrymen buy his pictures. The censure 
does not lie justly against the artists. It de- 
volves also upon American wealth. 

It is to be regretted that Verestchagin did 
not come to Chicago. He would have found 
here Mr. Elisworth’s American collecton. 
He would find galleries open Sunday, free, 


and visited not by wealth, or leisure, or fash- 


ion, but by working people of moderate wage 
income, who throng the Art Institute rooms 
every Sunday in numbers exceeding 1,000. 
They are eager to learn the significance of 
the fine collection of antique casts. They 
show by the books in their hands that they 
read before visiting the galleries. Thus the 
Public Library serves the wise purpose of its 
existence and justifies the application of 
public money to its maintenance. These 
Sunday visitors are the people who will 
hasten in the West another object upon 
which Verestchagin spoke with char- 
acteristic cogency—the application of art 
principies to manufactures. The Sunday 
visitors are in considerable proportion young 
men and women of alien birth or stock. They 
are by nature more artistic in their sympa- 
thies than: native Americans. The youth 
whose parents saw the treasures of the 
Louvre, of the cities of Holland and Belgium, 
of the museums of the large cities of little 
Switzerland, of the galleries of Berlin, Dus- 
seldorf, Munich, Vienna, Pesth, Dublin, or 
London has in his imagination a yearning for 
similar pleasures; these immigrants fill the 
galleries Sunday and find a pure and elevat- 
ing delight in even its smail acquisitions. 
They will carry back mto their workshops 
the benefit of that Sunday school lesson, and 
Chicago wili reap the harvest of fresher 
ideas in designs in wood carving, stonecut- 
ting, brass and iron ornaments, in architect- 
ural studies, and in decorative conceits. 

Verestchagin pointed out how the English 
discovered the secret of French supremacy 
in fine manufactures. They had art muse- 
ums near their great centres of industry. 
Forthwith London, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Birmingham founded art museums. They 
buy fine pictures and other art works for 
their galleries; and within half a generation 
the improved designs of English products 
alarm the French. The United States is 
slow in coming to a similar decision. In 
Chicago the most energetic demonstration of 
the life of this truth is seen in the Archi- 
tectural Sketch Club, Its young men are 
bringing to bear upon their studies the «een- 
est consciousness of the relationship be- 
tween fine and decorative art, between appli- 
cation of art principles to practical purposes 
and the value of iliustracing those principles 
in a purely artistic medium. The evidence 
‘of their zal and progress is to be seen at 
regular intervals in their club rooms in the 
Art Institute building.

rohibition of portraiture in his own hehalf and 
fn part to respect for his wishes in still other re- 
gards, no design has been upon as a 
worthy remembrancer of so deserving a benefac- 
tor of his city. Mr. James Brooks and a few 
others especially interested have intrusted to 
Mr. Augustus 3 Gaudens, the sculptor of the 
Lincoln statue, the task of making a bas relief 
in bronze which shall record the deeds by which 
Mr. Bates is to be remembered.

The drawing of the figure is stunted and 
unnatural; the textures aro such as students 
might effect in two years’ time and the total ef- 
fect is jejune, immature, and unfinished, The 
color is trom the cool gray palette much affected 
by the brushmen of the Freuch Capital, but the 
handling is that of amateurs or triflers. If Jules 
Breton should encounter it with his name on the 
frame he would probably take a hatchet to it. 
At least he ought. 

There are several new pictures in the Art 
Institute galleries. One is an alleged Rembrandt. 
Itisa Susanna surprised at the bath. Rem- 
brandt painted this subject three or four times. 
If the work in the Chicago gallery be his, it does 
him little credit. It has noneof his chiaro-oscuro, 
scarcely anything of his color. It is as devoid of 
composition as if the canons of it were unknown 
to him.

OUIDA AT HOME. 


The Daily Life and Ways of the Author of 
„% Under Two Flags.“ 

Literature: There is a mystery about Oui- 
da’s personal history which provokes curios- 
ity and throws around her an air of romance 
and interest. Once when her American 
publisher, the late J. B. Lippincott, was vis- 
iting her he took the liberty, in the course of 
a friendly conversation, to ask her how she 
came to know so much about clubs, camp 
life, barracks, gambling-houses, and other 
places which are only frequentéd by men. 
S he leaned her hand upon her knees, and, look- 
ing straight at her questioner, saucily said: 
It is none of your business.“ 

The real name of Ouida is Louise de la 
Rame. Her father was a Frenchman, her 


mother English, and she possesses the na- 


tional characteristics of both parents; her 
tastes, manners, and literary methods are 
decidedly French, while her features are de- 
cidedly English. Her face is fair and oval 
and her eyes are dark blue and full of intel- 
ligence. Her golden brown hair, which was 
formerly worn loose and flowing, is now 
carefully braided, as better suited to a wom- 
an on the shady side of 40; for let me whis- 
per the fatal truth, Ouida i is 5 years old. 


For a dozen years or more Ouida’s favorite 
residence has been a beautiful villa near 
Florence. Above her lovely grounds the 
azure sky of Italy smiles upon one of the 
fairest scenes on earth; the classic Arno di- 
vides the City of Flowers, whose loftv domes 
and stately palaces stand out boldly in the 
clear air; the magnificent Duomo, which in- 
spired Michael Angelo to rear the mighty 
dome of St. Peter’s, raises its majestic form 
in the centre of the city, while Santa Croce, 
the Westmirster Abbey of Florence, is visi- 
ble to the right. 

Ouida lives in the open air from April to 
October, walking and driving. She drives 
from 2 to 6 in the afternoon, and always has 
two pet dogs by her side; in fact, whether 
walking or driving, reading or writing, she 
has her canine companions with her. Sue is 
an early riser, up at 6 in wifiter and 5 in sum- 
mer. The winter is her time for liter- 
ary work, but she has no regular time 
of the day for 8 taking up her 
pen only when in the humor. She began 
to write stories when she was 4 years old, or 
rather to print them, for, with her, author- 
ship preceded a knowledge of handwriting. 
Her father was a man of great intelligence, 
who wasted his talents in Utopian dreams 
of a political millennium, He taught his 
daughter masculine modes of thought ana 
trained her mind to intellectual pursuits. 
From her earliest girlhood she has been a 
student of many literatures, adding to these 
severer studies all those arts that lenda 
grace and charm, to life. She paints in oil 
and water colors, finding in her household 
pets the favorite subjects for her pencil. A 
cat, dog, or horse always appears in her 
pictures. 

Ouida began her literary career by writing 
short stories for the English magazines, for 
which she was glad to receive £1 a page; her 
English publisher now pays her $7,000 for 
every book she writes. 

Until recently Ouida held weekly recep- 
tions at her villa during the fashionable sea- 
son. These were much frequented by En- 
glish and Americans, with a few French and 
other foreigners who were attracted by her 
literary fame. The hostess usually wore 
biack velvet, and the refreshments were 
simple—tea, coffee, wine, and cake, also 
cigarettes; but Ouida never smokes nor 
drinks wine. Her conversation is lively and 
interesting, and she expresses herself quite 
freely, both in her books and in society. She 


says of love and women that the latter are 


the exact antipodes of olives; the one 
begins in salt, and leaves us pleased with the 
delicious aroma; the other is nectar to com- 
mence with, but soon turns into gall. Nine 
times out of ten a woman does not care a 
rush for a man who is dying at her feet, 
while she is crazy about some ugly brute 
who takes no more notice of her than he does 
of his dirty boots. Although Ouida’s method 
is masculine, her tastes unfeminine, her 
noveis coarse and unrefined, she says that 
the greatest charm that woman wields over 
man is the charm of divinity. the charm of 
sex, and half this charm has flown when 
Christina of Sweden wears her Hessian boots 
and smacks her whip; when her imitators of 
today enter a salon with weeds in their

SOME IMPORTANT TRANSFERS. 

The transfer of over 800 feet of land on 
South Clark street to H. H. Porter last week 
was the cause of considerable curiosity in 
real estate circles'as to the use that would 
be made of the land. It is learned that Mr. 
Porter takes the property as the representa- 
tive of a number of railroad companies, in- 
cluding, of course, the Eastern Illinois and 
the Western Indiana, and the tract will be 
devoted entirely to railroad uses. It has a 
frontage of 821 feet on Clark street, just 
south of Twelfth, and extends back 216 feet 
to Fourth avenue. The 200 feet at the soutb- 
ernend of the tract was conveyed by the 
Rock island Compauy for $75,000. On it 
stands the Rock Isiand’s old out-freight 
depot, for which the company has no longer 
any need. The rest of the tract, 621x216 feet, 
conveyed by the Rock Island and Michigan 
Southern for $240,000, is unimproved. ‘The

AN APPEAL FROM Sr. LOUIS, 

The very of St. Louis gets a forcible 
illustration from the efforts now making to 
find a buyer here for a large block of central 
business property in that city. The piece 
offered has a frontage of about 500 feet, is 
poorly improved, and is owned jointly by 
different parties, who are represented as un- 
able to give the property the} improvements 
which its location warrants. A net income 
of 6 per cent is considered certain at the out- 
set, with’a fair prospect of increased reve- 
nues as the city grows.

Steam-Heated Passenger Trains on the New 

York Central & Hudson River Railroad. 

The stove as a means of heating cars on the 
New York Central & Hudson River Railroad has 
been entirely abolished. 5 . 

During the past year the officials of the New 
York Central in charge of its passenger equip- 
ment have been actively employed in testing 
Various devices for heating cars by means of 
steam obtained direct from the locomotive, and 
have decided on a system combining simplicity 
of construction and management, with the most 
satisfactory results. A two-inch iron steam pipe 
rans under each of the cars, connection between 
the cars being made with a metallic joint and a 
sieeve. This main pipe connects with a system 
of pipes inside each car, one running lengthwise - 
of the car, with branch pipes extendine under 
the seats. At the centre at each of the interior 
pipes is a key by which the steam from the main 
pipes can be cut off, thus reducing the tempera- 
ture of a single car without interfering with that 
of cars more distant from the locomotive, which 
u the source of the steam supply.
